Bland Allison silver 
bill was under discussion Senator 


John Sherman, the most distinguish­ 
ed goldbug in the country, solemnly 
declared that if that measure be­ 
came a law “ the cheaper silver dol­ 
lar 
would drive 
gold out of the 
country” and that financial disaster 
would be the result. 


Senator 
Sherman's 
predictions! 
were ignored; the measure became a ! 
law and was in operation from 1878 ! 
to 1890, a period of twelve years, 
and instead of the coinage of silver 
under that law driving gold out of 
the country, the figures show that 
this country had $165, 000, 000 more 
of gold when the law was repealed 
than it had when the measure passed 
congress. 


Again, in 1890 Mr. Sherman and 
his followers, desirous of stopping 
the coinage of standard silver dol­ 
lars, procured the passage of the 
Sherman law, alleging that it would 
raise the price of silver. 
The event 
proved that the reverse was true. 
In 1893 President Cleveland, Mr. 
Sherman and all the gold advocates 
big and little, urged the repeal of 
the Sherman law and promised that 
if that “ barrier to prosperity” were 
put out of the way “ gold would 
flow to our shores, confidence would 
be restored” and good times would 
come again. 


Again 
were the 
prophets 
con­ 
founded! 


Instead of gold flowing to our 
shores the president has been c o m ­ 
pelled to sell bonds to get it and 
even to enter into 
alliance 
with 
certain foreign and native “ finan­ 
ciers” to protect the treasury. 
In the face of all these failures,

In closing the speaker was frank 
enough to tell his hearers not to 
take his advice, but to study the 
question for themselves. 
The colonel was frequently ap­ 
plauded, but it was always a funny 
story and never an argument that 
caused the demonstration.
